What is claimed is: 

1 \ A method of providing location information of a calling device to a called device, 
comprising: 

\receiving into a signal switching point a call trigger emanating from the calling 
device; \ 

generating a query from the signal switching point to a signal transfer point, the 
query contaming an identifier of the calling device; 

delivering the query from the signal transfer point to a signal control point; 

accessing, location information associated with the identifier of the calling device 
from a database linked to the signal control point; 

delivering tne location information from the signal control point to the signal 
switching point through the signal transfer point; and 

providing the location information from the signal switching point to the called 
device. \ 

2. The method of claim l\ further comprising: 

detecting from the call trigger at the signal switching point an identifier of the 
called device; \ 

detecting from the identifier of the called device whether to deliver location 
information of the calling device to the called device; and 

when it is detected that location information of the calling device is to be 
delivered to the called device, thenXdelivering the query, accessing the location 
information, delivering the location information to the signal switching point, and 
providing the location information to the called device. 

3. The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

detecting from the call trigger at the s\gnal switching point whether a privacy 
indicator is provided from the calling device; and\ 

when a privacy indicator is not detected, then delivering the query, accessing the 
location information, delivering the location information to the signal switching point, 
and providing the location information to the called device. 
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4. The method of claim 3, wherein when a privacy indicator is not detected, the 
method fumher comprising: 

detecting from the call trigger at the signal switching point an identifier of the 
called deviceA 

detecting from the identifier of the called device whether to deliver location 
information of thacalling device to the called device, and 

when it is detected that location information is to be delivered, then delivering the 
query, accessing the\location information, delivering the location information to the 
signal switching point, Vnd providing the location information to the called device. 

5. The method of clami 1, wherein the location information is a zip code where the 
calling device is located. \ 

6. The method of claim 1, wherein the location information is planar coordinates for 
a location of the calling device. \ 

7. The method of claim 1, wherein the call trigger comprises a dialed number 
corresponding to the called device. \ 

8. The method of claim 1, wherein the location information is encoded in binary 
coded decimal form. \ 

9. The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

receiving the call trigger from the calling (device at an originating signal switching 
point; and \ 

transmitting the call trigger and identifier of the calling device from the 
originating signal switching point to the signal switching point that generates the query. 
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10. \ A system for providing location information of a calling device to a called device, 
composing: 

aVsignal switching point configured to receive a call trigger emanating from the 
calling de\ice, produce a query for location information where the query contains an 
identifier of\he calling device, and provide the location information to the called device; 

a database containing location information indexed by identifiers of calling 
devices; \ 

a signal coVtrol point configured to access location information from the database 
upon receipt of the query for location information; and 

a signal transfer point configured to deliver the query from the signal switching 
point to the signal control point and deliver the location information from the signal 
control point to the signal ^switching point. 

1 1 . The system of claim rO, wherein the signal switching point is further configured 
to detect an identifier of the Galled device from the call trigger and detect from the 
identifier of the called device whether to deliver the query to the signal transfer point. 

12. The system of claim 10^ wherein the signal switching point is further configured 
to detect whether a privacy indicator is, provided from the calling device and generate the 
query when the privacy indicator has noVbeen provided. 

13. The system of claim 10, wherein tne location information of the database is a zip 
code where the calling device is located. \ 

14. The system of claim 10, wherein the location information of the database is planar 
coordinates for a location of the calling device. \ 

15. The system of claim 10, wherein the caltt trigger comprises a dialed number 
corresponding to the called device. \ 
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16. \ A system for providing location information of a calling device to a called device, 
comprising: 

aNfirst signal switching point configured to receive a call trigger emanating from 
the callingMevice and transmit the call trigger and an identifier of the calling device; 

a second signal switching point configured to receive the call trigger and identifier 
of the calling oevice transmitted from the first signal switching point, produce a query for 
location information where the query contains the identifier of the calling device, and 
provide the location information to the called device; 

a database containing location information indexed by identifiers of calling 
devices; \ 

a signal control point configured to access location information from the database 
upon receipt of the query for location information; and 

a signal transfer pomt configured to deliver the query from the signal switching 
point to the signal control point and deliver the location information from the signal 
control point to the signal switching point. 

17. The system of claim 16, wherein the second signal switching point is further 
configured to detect an identifier of\he called device from the call trigger and detect from 
the identifier of the called device whether to produce the query. 

18. The system of claim 16, wherein the second signal switching point is further 
configured to detect whether a privacy indicator is provided from the calling device and 
produce the query when the privacy indicator has not been provided. 

19. The system of claim 16, wherein the Ibcation information of the database is a zip 
code where the calling device is located. 

20. The system of claim 16, wherein the c\ll trigger comprises a dialed number 
corresponding to the called device. 
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
